THE COLTON CORRESPONDENCE. 


Oougrcesrional Layes igation aud Loas of Land Grants 
ndeubted Keauiia. 


WasxHineton, January 1.—The publication 
of the letters of C. P. Huntungton, disclosing 
the movements of the railway kings in Wash- 
ton in connection with the Southern and 
Texas Pacitic Jand gramtsand the Thurman 
funding bill, has attracted great attention 
here. here can be little dgubt that this pub- 
lication will have two results. 

First, there will bea searching investiga- 
tion by one branch ef congress or the other 
into the various suggestions contained in the 
letters of undue influence. Second, the pub- 
lication will moss unquestionably destroy 
whatever hopes or prospecis the Southern 
Pacific magnates had of obtaining from con- 
gress the racilication of the assignment of the 
unearned land-grantof the Texas Pacific 10 
the Southern Pacific. 

Mr. Huntington may not care for an inves- 
tigation, or for public opinion, but it evident- 
ly has been his purpose to endeavor to obtain 
from congress the Texas Pacific grant, having 
failed in securing from the interior depart- 
ment the favorable action which he doubtless 
expected last spring. Members who have 
read the correspondence say that however 
strong Huntingion may have been before in 
its Southern Pacific scheme, it is extremely 
deubiful now, when the curtain has been 
lifted from his private corr enon denon, whet- 
er be -* can ’ obtain y considerable 
following in gongress. Members will hesitate 
to work in the interests of a scheme, the pro- 
iuoter of which may be preparing for some 
frtare publication, a diary of the motives 
which, rigatfaily or wrongfully, he may be 
pleased to impute to them. Shrewd lobby- 
men here express surprise that Huntington 
shouid have written s 9 many letters without 
knowing that they went “to the basket.” 
They are much more surprised that he should 
‘have been so reckless as to have engaged in 
legal controversies with the Widow Colton. 
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GENERAL GRANT’S FORTUNE. 


Iie Finds Uimeclf Safs trom Want, and Growing 
Better. 

WaSsuINGTON, January 1.—One of General 
Grant’s friends, who has recently returned 
from New York, says the ex-nresident will 
probably be confined to his bed for some time, 
the fall having caused a lesion of a muscle in 
his hip. This friend says the general 
is doing much better. financially than 
public reports give him credit ior. He 
has not been a speculator upon the street 
for over a year. Heis now one of the largest 
stockholders in the banking and brokerage 
house of Ward, Grant ®& Co. He has had no 
intimate relations with Mr. Gould for over a 
vear, and some people go so far as to say that 
he and Mr, Gouidare not so friendly as they 
were before the general met with the severe 
reverses he encountered a year or more agg, 
At one time the ex president 
was seriously embarrassed finan- 
cially. , His friends raliied about 
him, bowever,and'extrioated}him from his em- 
barrassment, so that he had enough left to 
invest with the firm mentioned above. This 
establishment is doing welland the general 
is gow in easy circumstance and will proba- 
bly continue so, ashe has foresworn general 
speculation. He is very much interested in 
the political canvass of next year, and it is 
probable be will take quite an active part. It 
can be said officially tnat he is not in any 
sense a candidate, and that he will under 
no circumstances permit his name to be 
used inthe convention. He will not sup- 
port President Arthur. He is strongly op- 
posed to his renomination and does not think 
he could be elected if nominated. He is at 
present inclined to be very friendiy to Gen- 
eral Logan. Their difference on the Fitz 
John Porter question has ngver resulted in 
any personal teeling between them, Grant 
is very gratefal for the gallant fight Logan 
made for him at the last Chicago convention, 
and will do what he can to repay him.

The depression in bts- 
iness is quite as great in Peris, London, Am- 
strdam and Frankfort asitisin New York, 
Tie tumble in prices has not been as beary 
inEnglish and German securities, but the 
Anerican securities held abroad fell as 
mich there as they fell at home, while 
Fance hada long list of stocks wiped ont,

in the beginning of the year, and went

of te securities involved. Even the thirty 
and sixty days’ contracts can be closed up at 
any noment if the losing side does not ans- 
wer she demand for anether 10 per cent. de- 
posi) in the Trast company. 

It isthe same thing in our specuiation in 
grait; provisions, cotton and oil. Even the 
mos' distant options have to be marketed up 
to the daily quotations. If these rules had al- 
wayi been so rigidly enforced in regard tothe 
big qperators asthey are in regurd to the 
smal ones large failures.and panics would 
have been impossible, except as the result of 
some unforeseen calamity. That these bene- 
ficiaJrules have generaly been well enforced 
is danonstrated by the very fact of the calm 
and erderly way in which the liquidation has 
80 fas progressed. The smal! holuers of stocks 
havebeen all bound by the principle ‘‘Pay as 
you go”’ and all disturbances 
were thus avoided.

TWO’ NECKS ITCHING. 


A Thursday Uanging for t4e Vi.izeus of a New Jers y 
Lown. 

Newank, N. J., January 1.—On Thursday a 
double hanging will take place’ at Hssex 
county jail, James B. Graves, wo9 murdered 
Keddie Suden, and Robert Martin, who mur- 
dered his wifeand child. Graves 19 sixty- 
eight years old, and was a strange character 
who lived nobody knew how, and who had 


an idea that he was an inventor and author. 
He was regarded asa confirmed crank, an: 
the boysin the neighborhood in which he 
lived called him ‘‘Monkey Graves,’’ on ac- 
count of his queer appearance, and 
made a practice of tormenting 
him, A little lamplighter, Eddie 
Soden, thirteen years old, took part in annoy- 
ing Graves, and was frequently cuffed by the 
old man. On the evening of December 20th, 
1881, as the boy was lighting a lamp, Graves, 
without any immediate provoegation, stepped 
up and shot him in the back with a revoiver. 
Tne boy died the same night, and Graves was 
arrested, tried, convicted aad sentenced to 
death. His sentence was pronounced on 
April 13th, 1882, aud his counsel have carried 
the case through ali the courts. Graves is a 
little man. weighing perhaps 50 pounds, and 
walks bent, so that bis .hands uearly reach 
the floor, For four months he has been 
kept 6n a special diet end has been actended 
night and day py a nurse. All day long he 
sits ina chair on which a pillow 1s placed, 
and he presents a wretched spectacle. He 
has no hair on either face or head and his 
miouth is constantly working. Martin, the 
English machinist, who murdered his wiie 
and child two years ago, said yesterday that 
be had no recoliection of the crime, and he 
still believed that God would do sometaing 
to prevent his being hanged...

THE RATHBONE TRAGEDY 


A MOTHER SACRIFICES HER LIFE 
FOR HER CHILDREN. 


A Jealous and Morose Husband is What the Mar- 
derer Rathbone Turns Out to Have Been— 
The Bloody Story of a Night in a Ger- 
man Hotel—The Details, Bte., Bte. 


a 


Hanover, Germany, January 1.—Though 
many details of the Rathbone tragedy are 
concealed from the ‘public, yet enough is 
known to show that Mrs. Rathbone sacrificed 
herself for her children. Colonel Rathbone, 
formerly noted tor his kindly and genial 
character, became lately melancholy, moroe 
and suspicious, and subject to fits of strong 
passion. Four years ago he went to Carlsbad 
idx’ a cure, but returned rather worse than bet 
ter. Recently his family discussed the wis- 
dom of allowing his wife and her sister, Miss 
Harris, and children to remain with him. 
The colonel became suspicions that 
the children would be taken away, 
and shunned the society of all strange 
persons. tie became menscheuscheu (shy of 
humag beings) as Germans say. A few days 
before the tragedy he was restless and exci- 
ted, and sostrange were his actions that his 
wife said, ‘‘Well, the end is not far off.” Her 
fears were that he would commit suicide. 
She is described as a lady of unexcsptionable 


character, gentle, loving and untiring in her 

devotion to her husband, tiving only that she 

might watch over him. Lately the colonel 

slept with a loaded revolver under his pillow. 
HIs MOODY REST. , 

On Sunday evening hesat moodily at a 
table in the drawing-room forsome hours, 
silent, and staring biankiy and picking ata 
handkerchief. He had a sleepless night, and 
rosé at half past fiveia the morning. Pass- 
ing out of the room he went along with a 
light in one hand and a revolver in the other 
to the door where his little daughter Pauline 
slept with- her nurse. Knocking, he asked: 

“Nurse, is Pauline in bed?’ ‘ 

*Yes,’’ she answered. 

wo the boys in their room?’ 

‘sé “es.’’ 


“Open the door, I want to see them.” 

Mrs. Rathbone had now missed her hus- 
band and came up just as the nurse was 
opening the door. She said, “Dear husband, 
do calm yourself,” and then called, ‘‘Nurse, 
lock the door and save the children; there is 
going to be dreadful work.”’ 

The nurse closed the doors, and Mrs. Rath- 
bone appealed to the colonel to go and rest. 
Hearing the door bolted and seeing his de- 
sign thwarted, Colonel Rathbone turned with 
ungovernable passion and seized his wife by 
the upper part of the arm and dragged her 
into the bedroom. The nurse reports that 
she heard sounds of a struggle, and that the 
door was locked and unlocked agdin three 
times. Miss Harris, who was aroused, en- 
tered the apartment, but was put out quickly 
by the colonel, Mrs. Rathbone was 
heard crying: “Henry, let me live,’’ then 
shots were beard, and then silence ensued. 

COVERED WITH BLOOD. 

When the door was burst open “Mrs. Rath- 
bone was found on the bed covered with 
blood. She merely said to her sister, **he has 
killed us both at lasé,’’ andy expired. without 
pain in lessthati five miirdtes.. She had re- 
ceived two pistol shots in the breast, but the 
fatal wound was inflicted by the blade ofa 
dagger, which pierced her heart. 

Colonel Rathbone was lying on the floor 
conscious thongh wounded five times by the

THE RIOT AT DR 


Rival Meetings of Irish Factions Break up in a Seene 
of Bloodshed. 

Dusuin, January 1.—The meetings of both 
nationalists and Orangemen are being held 
in Dromore. Twenty thousand people are in 
attendance at the meeting of the Orange- 
men. Alithe magistrates of the county are 
here. There is great excitement among the 
populace, Messrs. T. D. Sallivan and W. 
O’Brien, members of parliament, who are also 
members of the orgaiizing committee of the 
national league, are directing the movements 
of the nationalists. ‘Three nationalist bonds- 
men have been arrested for carrying revolvers. 
The Orange meeting was held 
within sight of the nationalist 
gathering. fhe nationalists marched 
from the Catholic chapel in military order. 
An encounter occurred between the nation- 
alists from Trillick, a town not far from 
Dromore, and an Orange procession. The 
Orangemen charged the nationalists but the 
military interferred, and afterwards proceed. 
ed to clear the streets. A London dispatch 
from Dromore .to the Exchange velegraph 
company, says: Tremendous rioting has 
occurred there, and that several men 
have been stabbed, Even this force 
was hardly able to prevent a collis- 
ion. The nationalists’. meeting was at- 
tended by about 20,000 persons. The usual 
speeches, supporting the objects of the league, 
were delivered. When the meetings were 
breaking up in the evening, several attempts 
were made to attack each other, but the 
Lances, Hussars, infantry, and police 
prevented serious disorder. In the at- 
tempt of the troops to disperse the 
crowds, a young man named 
McGivan, was wounded in the abdomen with 
a bayonet, and it is expected that he will die. 
Another man was seriously wounded, Great 
confusion prevailed at the railway station 
while the various delegations were boarding 
the irains by which they were to return to 
their homes. The Orangemen sang, “God 
save the Queen” ‘Rule Britannia’”’ and other 
patriotic songs, and gave cheers for Queen 
Vicroria and the troops. 4

A PISTOL SHOTIN BRUNSWICK. 


Captain Braxton, of the * tate Volunteers, Uses His 
W enpon. 
From the Brunswick, Ga., Appeal. 

About dusk last Tuesday eveniog, pedestrians on 
Newcastle street were startled by the report of a 
pistol and rush of a crowd out of Mr. Glogauer’s 
store. As the crowd reached the street, Oliver 
Bugg, colored, stated thathe had been shot by 4 
white man. This remark was hear’ by Atwell 
Braxton, also colored, who was passing ou his usual 
rounds lighting the city lamps. Without waiting 


to ascertain the facts of the ease, 
Braxton rallied*the colored people around 
him, and at once constituted himself 
and mob into a court of Judge Lynch, and started 
in pursuit of one Lige Hail, a white man, who, it 
was Claimed, bad tired the pisto] tha: shot Buge, 
and who, meanwhile, had sought safety in flight, 
On went the enraged crowd, with weapons bran- 
dished, down Gloucester street tothe Bay, and 
around to Friedlander’s and Anderson’s Store, 
whither Hali had taken refuge. Marsbal Lam- 
bright aud members of his fwree reached 
the scene about this time, and by 
cool, deurmincd meastires quieted the 
mob, and got possessiou of their would-be 
victim. A®soon as the news reached cur office we 
basteved to the scene and endeavored to get at the 
bottom facts as to the origin of the trouble, but 
failed to get the true inwardness of things, as 
neither Mr. Gloganer nor his clerks knew anything 
of the origin of the difficulty, being very busy 
wailing on customers, aud knowing nothing until 
the pistol fired. Aboutall wecan gather is this: 
That a!o: of colored people were in the store trading 
when Mr“k.

This only 
aggravates Braxtou’s Case, as he is a commissioned 
ofiicer of the state, and sworn to quell instead of 
causing a riot.

The fact stares us in the face thatin the At- 
lantic states the use of narcotics is increasing 
ata fearfailly rapid rate. What can be done 
to check it? In these days the popular mind 
is prone to lean upon the sirong arm. 
of the government whenever there 
is a danger to be met or 
a difficult problem to be solved. In the pres- 
ent instance it is recommended by certain 
botrds of health, and by persons who have 
looked into the matter, that the sale of nar- 
cotics be strictly regulated by state authority. 
Probabiy this will be the first step taken in 
the direction of checking the opium habit. 
By itself, this policy will not accomplisi its 
purpose. It must be supported 
by moral and physical agencies, and 
even then the struggle will be hard and 
doubtful. Stili, the evil has assumed such 
enormous proportions, that it is encouraging 
to see even a weak efiort made to bar its fur- 
ther advance. The problem demands the 
best thought of the beggminds of the age. 


OUR SAVANNAR CRITIC. 

Referring to some comments on the demo- 
cratic policy of tariff reform which appeared 
in Taz Constitetion of Friday Jast, the Sa- 
vannah News says: 

While Tuk Constitution claims to be in favor of 
tariff reform, it advocates a suppliant beuding of 

the knee to the protectionists by putting their rep- 
resentatives in the most responsible positions and 
by letting the tariff severely alone, so that, per- 
chance, we may deceive them and get enough of 
votes to electa democratic president. Was ever a 
party successful by means of deceit? Is it possible 
to deceive the protectionisis? Is it honorable to 
atiempt to deceive them’? Wiil those who refuse to 
suppo’t the democratic party if it makes tariff re- 
form an issue, supportit if tariff reform 15 aban- 
doned now, with the understanding that the taiff 
shall be reduced as soon as a democratic presideut 
is elected aud the democrats have 
control of both branchcs of congress? We think 
they will not. Ime ConstiTUTION ihinks they will, 
and is pleased to vall our criticism of its still hunt 
policy absurd. Itis easy to say that a statement or 
un aigumentis absurd, and the word is frequently 
used to cover a weak position or where there isa 
paucity ofarguments. Ourebsurdity consisis in 
crediting the protectionists with a 1easonabile 
amount of intelligence. Isit not more absurd to 
attempt to deceive them? And yet this still hunt 
policy isa policy of deception. We should regret 
tosee the democratic party smirchits hcnorahble 
record by adopting such a policy. 

If to advocate a policy based 

reason and common sense means ‘a 
suppliant. bending of the knee,’ then 
Tue ConstiTcTion is in tavor of bending 
two knees and crooking several pairs 
of hind legs; if it is deceitful for the demo 
crats torefrain from attempting to do that 
which cannot possibly be done at this time, 
then Tar Constirotron isin favor of deceit. 
Both men and boys have been 
known __ before now to climb it 
greased pole, though it is said the 
task isan arduous one at best; but neither 
man nor boy can climb a greased pole unless 
It will be 
time enough for the democrats to attempt 
this feat when the greased pole has been 
placed in position. 
There isa well-defined disposition on the 
part of the organs of proteciionists to cover 
up the purposes of the democratic party with 
the cry of free-trade, and in such states as 
New York, New Jersey and Connecticut, 
where the business interests are not only ex- 
tremely sensitive, but exceedingly powerful, 
very little argument is needed to make the 
cry a plausible one. THe ConstirvTion is not 
at all anxious to see the democrats in 
congress overdo the tariff reform 
business, particularly when they are 
tied hand and foot so far as any practical re- 
form isconcerned. The arguméntative knee, 
whether suppliant or not, must bend in the 
presence of facts, and-the important fact be- 
fore which its unwilling hinges will have te 
screak is that the men who have placed Mr. 
Carlisle in tbe chair have it in their 
power to make or mar the fortuncs 
of the democratic party during the 
present year. That they cannot make 
its fortunes by touting for popularity on a pol- 
icy that will give plausibility to the free trade 
cry of the protectionist organs is a fact that 
ought to be clear eneugh to any reasoning or 
reasonable man in the party. 

It igs an easy matter to talk about tariff re- 
form, and it is an easy matter to reform it on 
paper. Editors; as well as politicians, dis- 
pose of it with a word and a ges- 
ture—with a snap of the finger 
and the crack ofa rhetorical whip. But the 
fact remains that the whole question consti- 
tutes one of the most difficult and delicate of 
modern political problems—giving to the 
word ‘political’ a dignity of meaning which 
modern usage hasshorn it of. When Tue 
CONSTITUTION, or any other newspaper, de- 
clares that it is in favor of tariff reform the 
very importance of the matter makes the 
declaration vague. We are in favor of equal- 
izing taxation as nearly as possible; we are 
in favor of compelling some of the protected 
interests which have grown rich and power- 
ful under our present system to share the op-

mass of the people; we are in favorof makin,o 
the necessities of the government tha meas- 
ure of taxation. 

But what does the Savannah News mean 
when it declares for tariff reform?

AN experienced cultivator of German carp says 
thai this new industry fully warrants the consiruc- 
tion of ponds forthe purpose.

Itis advisible to coustruct ponds in such 
a manuneras to permit the water to be drawn off. 
The fish then can be captured and assorted. Those 
intended for breeding purposes can be returned to 
the pond while the remainder can be placed in 
tanks or boxes where they can be conveniently 
haudled for marketing. Drawing of the water ex- 
ables the fish cultivator to get rid of branch mi# 
nows, frogs, turtles, etc. Warm water, of course, is 
best for growth, and every pond should contein a 
place about three feet deep for the fish to winter. 
Carp is realty a vegetarian, although. he will eat 
auything. He will also do as well without feeding 
as Chickens. A ton of carp can be raised off a one 
acre pond, and even at ten centsa pound this would

Subsequent develcpmenis showed that the 
woman was Old and wf abandoned character, 
an babitua! drankard, and that on the evep- 
ing on Which she received this injury she was 
drunk and Cornet was trying to carry her 
home. It also developed ihat he had been 
enticed into a warriage with her witbout the 
Knowledge of histriends. These facts were 
brought out to show the difference in their 
ebaracter. Cornet was carrying her home, 
gswas stated, and when near the house she 
fell into a deep ditch on some rocks and hurt 
herse if so that she died after a few days. The 
exact nature of the injury it 1s not necessary 
tosiate. Cornet puliea her out of the ditch, 
and «got help from some men who 
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The only evidence against 
Gornet on the trial was tue statement she 
made while in her drunken condition that be | 
had kicked her. It appeared from the testi- 
mony of a physician who had been called in 
and had seen the woman, that she had told 
him that she hurt berself in the fall. It ap- 
peared also that (Cornet was a harmiess man 
and treated his wife as kindly as it was pos- 
sible forsuch a woman to be treated, That 
he waited on her. after her iniury, and that 
after her death he went to his mother, who 
resides in Madison, and that she brought him 
upwhen she saw from the reports in the 
he was accused of having 
inflicted the injury that resulted in his wife’s 
death. 

All these facts subsequently developed un- 
der oath before Judge Hammond were 
brought to the attention of the governor by 
Solicitor General Hill, who earnestly asked 
the goyemorto grant the pardon, and who 
certified in writing his belief in the entire 
innocence of Cornet of any crime in connec- 
tion with bis wife’s death. Judge Hammond 
aiso wrote a strong indorsement on the 
plication for pardon and asked the governor
